NOTIFICATION 
New Dellu, the ]4lh April 1976 

C.S.R. 293(E).—In exercise of powers conferred by clause (a) ol section 22 of the 
Passports Act. 1967 (15 of 1967) and in supersession of the notification ol the Government 
of India in the Ministry of External Affairs, No. G.S.R, 411 (E). dated the 15th September 
1972, the Central Government, being of the opinion that it is necexsaiy in the public in 
terest so to do hereby exempts citizens of India, against whom proceedings in lespect of 
an offencr alleged to have been committed by them are pending before i crim mil court in 
India and who produce orders from the court concerned permitting them to depart ftoni 
India, from the operation of the provisions of clause (0 of subsection (2) of section 6 ol 
the said Act, subject to th ' following conditions, namely:— 

(i) the passport to be issued to every such citizen shall be issued only for the period, 

if any, specilied in the order of the court referred to drove, or if no period 
is specified in such order, the passport shall be issued for a period of six 
months and may be renewed for a further period of six months if the order 
of the court is not cancelled or modified; 

(ii) the said citizen shall give an undertaking m writing to me pav-p iri lU’horily 

that he shall, if required by the court concerned, appear before it at any time 
during the continuance in force of the passport so issued
